Alyeady in 1945 when it was clear that a war between the Western Allies 
and the ISSK was not. likely to come aboutsAfor sone years and in the face 
ae of increasingly aggressive Sorket counter-partisan measures Bg: the Migh 
a Command {then under General Taras Chuprinka) ordered that the UPA should 
: graduglly dissolve from its para-military status as an organized armed force 
and reerganize as an underground resiatance movement. Large military 
formations, were disbanded and the majority of the members were incorporated 
inte what for want of a better term may be called the "civil" resistance 
organization, partly under legal and partly under illegal covers; many of 
them were resettled in the more easterly areas of Ukrainian population 
(e.g., Kharkov) so an to ensure an even spread of active resistance 
elements over the whole of the Ukrainian diaspora. 


fhe Present. Organization of the Resistance Movement

2, Ry 1948 military unite as.such had already ceased to exist; now only the 
staffs remain. The only areas where para-military groups of any size con- 
tinue to exist are in the forest districts of Volhynia and the Carpathians. 
These farely exceed 30 men, operate independently of one another, and are 
subordihate to the local "civZl" resistance organization. They are, o7 

cours’, mostly "illegals", Lote, non-foecmented or possessing only false or 

incomplete papers. The only other para-militery elements left are two-~, 
three-, or fowr-man “actien-groupa” under the orders of the “civil resistance 
organization and engaged in ad hee liquidations, coups de main, and other 
special tasks. These groups are almost. exclusively of the Sluzbbe, Bespeks 
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Thus, the "civil" resistance organization with ite “Legal” and “ALlege.L". ~ 
isyers constitutes the main framework nowadays. It has no name, 1a mecely 
referred to as "the organizatian”, It showld be noted, however, that che 
term “civil" is merely s term of canvenience used to denote the new 
character which resistance has assumed, In fact, at ell levels the loval 
resistance leader still combines the twin functions of civil and militery 
commander (without troops), as indeed Chuprinka himself used to do and his 
a&uccessor does now. All that has oceurred is. the transmogrification of the 
UPA from an army into a secret army, a farm better suited to the present 
conditions of peacetime underground warfare. 


The Death of Generel Chupr 


General Taras Chupeluks wae surprised at his winter ‘quarters near Lyor 
and killed in March 1950.1 Tt is thought that he was betrayed by a worn 
courier, Also believed killed with him were another woman courier and 
one of the men sent im by a Melnyk group -inlGh9-. The news was at 
first kept secret from the rank and file but is new an open fact. His 
Successor Is Lt. Col. Vasil Koval, alias Lemesh (phonetic), = man showt 
3@ years ald. He ia one of the relatively younger generation of partisan 
leaders who gained quick promotion in the last years of the war. 


Another of the more prominent leaders of the resistance organization is a 


certain Poltava. He is by way of being the idealogist of the movemozt 


Geographical Subdivisions 
The organization has retained the samé geographical subdivisions as 
‘previously reported, vix< 


a. Stanytga: Corresponding to one village or town district 


b. Kushch: Up to 30 villages, depending on the local strength of the 
resistance, the activity of the area, etc. 


e. Raion: Consiating of up te five kushches 
da. ‘Nadraion: Consisting of two or three raLona ; ° 
e. Okrug: Consisting of two or three nadratons 


f. Teren: Consisting of two or ‘three okrugs, but in some areas up te 
ten, depending on local conditions. 


& Kraiz Corresyonding roughly to a territorial area such as Galicta, 
Bukovina, Volhynia, Trans-Carpathia, ete. 


It ig a matter of convenience whether the above subdivisions correspond : 
or net to Soviet administrative areas. Thig again depends on the local: 
situation. 

Funetional Subdivisions (called "Referenturas 


the Internal Security Service (SB « Sluzhba Bespeka): By far the most, 
important, wields” enormous power, and is the most efficient. It reaches 
down to the ie sheh level, where it consists of between three and ten men, 
depending on the size of the kughch or the vulnerability of the organiza-. 
tion in the particular area, “The chief of the SB comes under the kushch 
deader for administration but under the raion SB chief for operations, and 
$0 on up to the top of the pyramid. The Proportion of SB men to the rest 
is not inom but it ia quite high. 
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‘The SB charter ia security, offensive counteresplonage, penetration of 


the MVD/MGB,and the carrying out of special tasks ranging from liquida- 
tions to sabotage. The extent of its suecess in penetrating the Soviet 
services is not known but sources Implied that it was extremely diffi- 
cult and that in fact some past attempts hed ended in dangerous reverses. 


Propaganda Referentura; There are propaganda detachments down to the 
Kushch level, but normally this consists only of one expert who lays down 
the general line to be put across to the local population, makes the 
obituary speeches, and hands out the propaganda literature turned out 

by the organization. It ia the normal and natural duty of every member 
ef the resistance organization to spread oral propaganda himself and to 
help distribute leaflets, tear down Soviet proclamations and paste up 


resistance posters in their stead, etc. There are special propaganda 


groups at the teren and the krai level and at the GHQ which have printing 
presses, duplicators, and other facilities with which they turn out any- 
thing from small stickers to illustrated magazines. The propaganda 
referentiura makes use of foreign news broadeasta to issue periodical news 


Sheets, suitably commentated: 


Orgahization Referentura: Deals with administrative and personnel questions. 


Tt is represented down to the stanytea level,3 


‘Welfare Referentura: Represented down to the raion level, It assists the 


amilies of arrested, deported, or deceased members, and prevents the 


transfer of children to Soviet children's lagers. It notiffes next of kin 


in the event of casualties. 


Red Cross Referentura: Represented down to thé raion level, forma medizal 
units for the nursing of those wounded in action, obtains medical supplies, 


and cares for the sick generally. 
Communications 


All communications are on foot, or by rail where legal cover exists. 
However, no rail link exists with Poland or any other country, although 


letters ang small parcels could, if need be, be conveyed this way in 


penny packets. 


From the nadraion level upwards there ig a special internal courier 


service, “For really important mail, special couriers are used; they have 
orders to deliver the mail personally to the addressee. Otherwise, e.g., 
in the case of propaganda material, mail may be handed over from one unit 


to the next until it reaches its destination. 


Treining 


‘Training is normally carried out on the spot by the local unit or 


referentura leader, In the daya of the UPA_there used to be special 


training schools but these. no longer exiat..- 


Because of enemy action, the above neat division of functions ig not 


always achieved and in many cases two or more functions are in fact 
carried out at One Cee levels by one and the same person, usually the 
local leader himself. 


- Nomenclature 


Geographical subdivisions of the organization are given numbers; e.g. , 


Wo. 3 kushch of No. 4 raion. For security reasona these numbers are 
changed from time to time.7T 
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General Activities of the Resistance Movement 


General directives are issued from the GHQ from time to time to the lower 


levels. In addition, some raions or referenturas. are given special taaks, 
@.g., the liquidation of a particularly obnoxious Soviet official such as 
the head of a colleetive farm; these liquidations are carried out only 
after the vietim has first. been given fair warning. The general. run of 
activities, however, consists of the all-impartant SB works the et.ruggle 
for survivalyj the constant political indoctrination of the population; 
education in "revolutionary tension"; anti-collectivization campaignay 
propaganda against Red clubsj the inculeation of Ukrainian history, 
patlosophy, ete., carried out by circular letters, word of mouth propaganda, 
lectures, leaflets, ete.; and aslow-downs in industry and the local. admini- 
stration, Industrial sabotage fs discouraged as being harmful to the well- 
being of the population. The only sabotage sanctioned is that of crop 


deliveries exported to other parta of the USSR; special operations are 


mounted for their destruction or diversion. There is no special sabotage 
referentura; such operations normally are carried out by the SE. 


Winter Routine - 


During the winter months, i.e¢., from October to.March inclusive, there 

is an almost complete cessation of activities, except for those Living 
under legal cover. The illegals literally dig themselves in for the 
winter and hibernate in camouflaged bunkers hewn out of the earth in the 
forests or under houses, rerely going out except to Fetch food and fuel. 
Same small groups of two or three men are peripatetic, keeping cortinually 
on the move. However, the majority belong to the first category and come 
out of their holes in the ground only in April. 


Prisoners 


Any member of the Communist Party who falls into the hands of the resintance 
is automatically liquidated after interrogation. Military peraonrel, 
whether officers or other ranks, are usually released after interrogation, 
even with their arms.9 | : | 


Composition of the Organization 


All ¢lasses of the population are represented, A high proportion of new 
recruits are young men and girla; morale among the Ukrainian youth is 
higher than among the older persons. Only Ukrainians are accepted as 
members. Immediately after the war there were quite a few Poles, Germans, 
and even Russian deserters (several of whom were minority netionale such 
ag Caucasians and Turkestanians) in the ranka of the UPA, but these have 
now all melted away, especially as the para-military army as such haa now 
eeased to exist. Seviet propaganda makes strenuous afforta to convince 
the population and the werld at large that the resistance movement is 
composed of former SS men, Soviet deserters, and bandits, but In fact 
special care is taken to see that the organization is kept clean of any 
foreign elements, 


Contacts are believed to exist with the Lithuanian and Belorussian re« 
Aistance movements. There are, for instance, oteasional exchanges of 
Propeganda material with the latter and, up to 1948, raids against 
Russian troops used to be carried out by the UPA in territory occupied 


by the Russians, 


Equipment, Arms, ete. 


All members of the organization are armed, primarily with Soviet weapons. 
The most popular weapons are the Tokar 7.65 mm automatic pistol, the 

PRS 7.65 submachine gun with folding stock, and offensive fragmentation 
grenades ,° ; 
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o4, There is a great need for good maps. At present they have to be supplemented 
either by traces, which require a laborious and not always very accursie 
process, or else from equipment captured from the enemy. 


MyD/MGB Counter «Measureg |? 


25. The MVD has specially trained anti<partiasan troopa operating under a ao~ 
called Qtdel Borby 5s Banditismom (Section for Combatting Randitism). The 
troops aré all Party members; are for the most part well-educated, having 
completed ten classes in a secondary school; and are highly trained 
Specialists in anti-partisan and anti-~resistance warfare. There are two 
training sections: one. responsible for the study of para-military partisan 
werfare.and one for the study of the Ukrainian resistance movement as such. 
-Thege troops wear the normal MVD. uniform with a flatetop cap with a red 
band, and pale blue top. However, they rarely operate in action in MyD 
uniform, but are disguised as infantry, engineer , or artillery troops and 
use as cover the fact that they are mine-clearing (especially in wooded 
areas) or carrying out training maneuvers. 


26. The MVD also have. operatiyniki (operatives) who are responsible for overt 
anti-partisan surveillance in two or three villages at a time and who 
‘eun an operativneya gruppa (operational group) consisting of two or three 
“spotters”. Bo 1e. .operativniki and these spotters are usually known 


to. the local inhabitants and make no special effort to disguise their 
activities. The operativiik is a military man and forms part of the spactal 
antisbandit troops mentioned above. Sometimes he ig in uniform, and some~ 
times he wears civilian clothes. 


27. The MGR for théir part duplicate the MVD operativnik net by a normal 
security net of uchastkovy (local security officers) who are each also 
responsible for two or three villages. and who each run two or three 
igtrebiteli (literally “destroyers’}, Again, they work quite openly eithe: 
in uniform or civiltan clotheas. he difference between the Functions 
of the. operativnik and. the uchastkoyy appears to be that the former ia a 

- Specialist solely in anti+partisan warfare while the latter is responsible 
for more general security, gurveillahce among the local populstion. 
(Sources admitted that they are-not 100 percent sure whether they bad 
it the right way around. It may. be that it is the MGB who run the antd.. 
Randit. troops and the operativyniki and the MVD the. uchastkovy. } 


. 28. Enemy pressure against the resistance. movement has been constant ewer 
since the end of the war, punctuated by occasional all-out drtves +o 
Stamp out the smouldering fire. Increasing familiarity with partisan 
methods.and.order of battle has undoubtedly led ta improved results. 
Most of these results have been achieved by extremely skillful penetra. 
tiom afd a ruthless exploitation ef provocation methods - e.g. » bhe 
ateging of bogus raids, by "partisang" against MVD/MGB units convoying rem 
sistance men who would not. confess and allowing the MVD/MGB troops to be 
routed and even killed with the object of tempting the prisoners to show 
their hands the infiltration .or Parachuting of small groups of agents 
allegedly sent by the British or Americans: etc. 


29. On 30 December 1949 the MGE Minister in the Western Ukraine, Kovalchuk, 
issued a proclamation to all resistance menbers to return peacefully to 
‘theiy normal occupation, urider promise of a general amesty.13 in the 
&pring of 1950, when it was seén that this appeal had failed to make 
any impression, strong large-scale repressive measures were undertaken 
throughout the Ukraine. In ome areas detachmenta of 1,000 to 5 +000 
MGB troops were used to cléan up the district. In one district this 
sweep lasted about ten gEvs « In othera they were repeated several times 
over a period of weeks. 


30. Quite apart. from accelerating the: dissolution of the UPA and foreing it 
to adopt its new policy of dispersion and. transformation into a "civil" 
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organization, enemy counter-measures have in the past year accounted far 
50 percent losses among resistance ranks. Jt is hoped that the reorgani-. 
zation of the resistance movement will lead to greater security and pro« 
tection, but this is the casualty rate which is budgeted for.

‘The attempts to use a Ukrainian militia against the UPA have not been 
successful, Same. so~called "istrebitelniye batalony" (destruction 
battalions) were formed in the arly & roe 


y days after the war, composed of 
Ukrainian collaborators, but the rate of defections to the partisans rose 
so rapidly that they were done away with. The only armed Ukrainian. unite 
used by the Russians are the kolkhoz protection groups, wha are employed 
solely againat bandits and thieves, 


The Russification and Sovietization of the Ukraine has continued at a 
steady pace ever since 1945. Soviet propaganda trids to convince the 
Ukrainians that the Russians are their “big brothers"; that Russian 


culture ia more advanced than Ukrainiang that it is in any case idle to 
try to differentiate between Rugsfan, Ukrainian, or Belorussian, either 


ethnically or historically; and that the Russiana by their superior achieve~ 
ments. and capacities have naturally risen to the top and are in fact the 
master-rece, without whose help the Ukrainians will never achieve any- 
thing. This propaganda is put across through all the known mediums of 

the press, radio, cinema, and éducational establishments. From the 

third form upwards in secondary schools,Russian language and history 
lessons are increazed at the expense of Ukrainian. . Textbooks on the 
history of the Ukrainians do not exist. The teaching staff in schools 

and universities is becoming increasingly composed of Russians ag 

opposed ta Ukrainians. The proportion of Ukrainian language newspapers 

to, Russian is very low and Ukrainian papers are at a disadvantage from 

the point of view of news’ hand-outs,with the result. that the more 
intelligent reader tends to turn to the better-informed Russian. newspapers. 


‘Numbers of Red clubs have been formed in the villages and towns where 


great efforts are made to inculeate the young with a proper spirit of 
Russian patriotism. Russian 1s the only language allowed in government; 
offices and business. Only Russian films are. shown, depicting mainly 
Russian historical themesy very few films deal with present-day life, 
@.@.y life on collective farms. 


Deportations 


‘Between 1945 and 1947 official attempts were made to tempt youths into 


Special technical/lebor schoola, rather on thé lines of the German 
Arbeitadienst, and transfer them to the Donbas région. When thia voluntary 


meyenent proved unsuccessful, the authorities resorted to forced mobiliza= 


tion and deportations of peasanta and workera in Special "“kommandss"™ to 


the Donbas and the Urals. The younger age«groupa especially were singled 
out, The categories of labor weré primarily miners, heavy manual lahorera, 
ani péabants.. This. policy went more or less hand-in-hand with Soviet anti« 
resistanc® measures and the rate and incidence of deportations depended. to 


a large extent on the temperature. of resistance at any given period. They 


reached their peak in the years 19h7~1948,but in fact the movement has begp ; 


a Steady one throughout since the end.of the war and is atill continuing. 
The favorite areas of deportations for Ukrainian laher, whether for 


iselplinary or economie réagona, aré the Donbas, the Urals, and Siberia. 


In cases where the head of a femily has been exiled for disciplinary. 
reasons (e.g., to a special lager in the Donbas), the remainder of the 
femlly is automatically deported for resettlement, 6.g., in Siberia. 
Such families may, and.do, communicate with the Ukraine but disciplinary 


Seportesa cannot. In some cases whole villages are deported, lock, 


stock, and barrel, for diseiplinary reasons. When this has occurred they 
have either been resettled by deportees from behind the Curzon Line, or thé 
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village has been razed to the ground and the land reapportioned among 


neighhoring collective farma, new collective farm buildings being erected 
in its place; sometimes the village is resettled by the overflow popwiation 


Prom nearby villages. Villages are never resettled by Russiang. These: all 
live in the big. cities,where it is safer. 


The resistance organization deliberately allows individual members to be 
deported in order to keep the spirit of resistance alive in the new areas 


of settlement and if possible to form active groups on the spot. 


In some inatances members of the organization not on the List of deporteas 
are especially detailed to infiltrate themselves into the convoy. ‘The. or« 


ganization makes a apecial effort to keep in touch with the deported 
Ukrainians in the Donbas and the Urals, not so much with those sent to 
Siberia, where the disperaion in any case is too great. 


In the summer of 1949 a "valuntary" resettlement of peasanta from the Western 
and the Northweatern Ukraine to the steppe-lands of the Fastern Ukraine, 
i.e@., Kherson, Nikelayev, Zaporozhye, etc., waa begun. This is still 

under way. In fact,very few peasants go voluntarily and in same cases 

whole villages have been forcibly uprooted. 


In the winter of 1949 there was a forcible deportation to the Fastern 
Ukraine of almost ali the intelligentsia of Lvov and other Western Ukreinian 
towns; this had all the characteristics of a special operation. 


The Effect of Collectivization on Partisan Activities 
dean org a peante Sp oa eh cp apart, a Sh aa ca ane A AA RES AAT NO any OEE at ES I SET OO PA ER TR A AE, 


All western areas of the Ukraine are on the eve of complete collectivi- 


zation + a further obstacle to the upkeep of large partisan groups. Each 
collective farm has its own protection group againat bandits and petty 
thieves, under the orders of an uchastkovy (an MYD or MOB official). 


“Composed as they are of Ukrainians, these groups do not unually present any 
Manger to the resistance, but at the same time make it difficult for 


resistance groups to rely on the collective farms as a source af food. 
fhe Morale of the Population and the Resistance Organization 


The population ia physically and morally exhauated by continual Russian 
pressure and Soviet propaganda. However, in the lands on the right bank 
of the Dnepr River and in Galicia, this propaganda haa less effect than or 
the left bank and in the Eastern Ukraine. For this reason the oarganiza-= 
tion is deliberately encouraging the exchange of resistance elements 
between the Eastern and Western Ukraine and the settlement of the more 
hardbitten patriots, from,e.g., Galicia, in the Eastern Ukraine. Uned» 
dentally, the tranafer of individuals from the weat to the east is 
technically casier than from east to west since there are yery strict 
documentation controls of all persons desiring to settle anywhere near 
the frontier areas of the Western Ukraine. Needless to say,it is only 
the legally documented persons who can be transferred at all safely and 
openly. 


‘The effect on resistance activities of the general moral exhaustion of 


the population can best. be summed up by saying that people on the whole, 
especially the older ones, will take the easy way out by sef{zing on any 
excuse (such as, that the Ukrainian resistance is the tool of foreign 
intelligence services or that it is a rabble of ex-SS men and escaped 
PWs with an admixture of common-law bandits) not to risk their necks any 
more than is necessary. The Soviets naturally exploit this by skillful 
propaganda and have had some success in weakening the will. to resist and 


discrediting the organization. 


The Soviet theme on the exploitation of the UPA by the Western Powers has 
had the #ffect of making the resistence leaders extremely aénsitive about 
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foreign aid, Evidence of their sengitiveness on the question of foreis4 
aid was the fact that the resistance organization in the Western Ukeeains 
recently sent out to Stefan Bandera $1,000 and a large sum of rubles 

(20,000?) so as to make him independent of foreign aid for the mounting 


of further operations. 


(intelligence agency). They are willing to receive foreign aid pro 
it is understood that the Western Powers shall treat the Ukrainians as 
allies. Unfortunately, they see no proof of the Allies' goodwill or in- 
tentions in the western press or radio. Hroadcasts in the tkrainian 


language on the Voice of America have no specific Ukrainian content and 


are nebbly translations of the routine broadcasts in the Russian language 
for Great Russian consumption. The BRO have no broadcasts in the 
Ukrainian language at all. The lack of broadcasts in the Ukrainian language 
is felt to -be a grave failing on the part of the Western Powers. Many 
people in the Western Ukraine. do not even understand Russian and macy i4 
Galicia or Poland do not understand Polish. The Russian language in so 
unpopular anyway that the casual listener hearing Russian on the wireless, 
whether it be from Moscow or New York, either turna the knob on to same 
other station.or switches it off. As far as the “war on the air" is conus 
cerned, this is all the more regrettable aa foreign broadcasts can he 
heard without diffieulty throughout the Polish and Russian Ukraine, in 


apite of Soviet jamming. People are not forbidden to listen to thetis 


they are merely forbidden to pasa on what they have heard, Many people 
possess. private receivers. 


One. comforting fact in the grim tale of Soviet propaganda successes is “hat 
the Ukrainian youth is violently nationalistic and anti-Russian, and almost 
unanimously, and fanatically, on the side of the resistance organization. 
The organization is. flooded with requesta te join and deliberately has “o 
restrict its recruitment to strict casualty replacements and no more. ‘‘hese 
primarily come. from the student population and from boya and girls who 

have finished theiy secondary education. Even amall children are remarkable 
for their Ukrainian patriotism and hatred of their Russian "big brathern”. 


The aplit among the emigration is deplored by the resistance leadera anil is 
kept absolutely secret from the rank and file. At one time General. Chur inka,

even threatened to come to Western Germany in person to settle the differences. 


These differences are not so much ideological as the reault of a clash af 
personalities.15 It is possible that a modus vivendi may be arrived at. 

with Bandera as overall head of the Ukrainian emigration in Germany, baving 
under him a council composed of representatives of the Melnyk/Lebed and other 
factions. Negotiations between the Bandera and Melnyk groups are shout to 
hegin. It was implied by source, and this is to a certain extent borne out 
by. the clandestine propaganda literature brought out from the Western 
Ukraine, that Bandera'’s ig the only name that has the requisite glamour ta 
be able to be used as a rallying banner for all Ukrainian patriots .?9 


The resistance organization for its part makes no difference, however, bei ween 
the various emissaries sent in by @ither the Meinyk/Lebed group or Bandera‘'s 3 


they are givén equal treatment,and in fact the last mail to come out from the 


Western Ukraine was almost certainly in duplicate, on# for Meluyis and ore 
for Bandera :* ; 


The standpoint. of the men in the field is that this is not the time far

movement to enter inte contact with them. The "Black Cat™ organization 

is erroneously believed by some people, especially those abroad, to be the. 
Belorussian resistance movement, In fact it ds not se. The Relorussien 
rektstance simply calla itself Reloruss kt, € povstantsy - Belorussian in 
surgents. It is more likely to be a Loosely organi. erect rabble af bandits 


and common«law thieves who prey on the peasant community, raid collective

farms,and carry ott various held-ups, and. who have assumed this nicknane 

to add verigimilitude to their cover as a “resistance movement". Tt is 
doubtful in fact whether one can even speak of an organization: it is much 
more likely that variaue gangs all over the country use this name as a 


mere matter of convenlense. 


"Black Cat" bands are known te be thereughly penetrated by the MVD/MGR and 
sources stated that some high MGB offictals are in fact members and make 

not inconsiderable prefits from the procesds of their black market activities. 
The possibility that the "Black Cat" is in point of fact a large-scale 

piece of provocation on the part of the MGB/MVD is not altogether excluded. 


"Black Cat" bands are known to exist in the smolensk area and in otier parts 
OP northern USSR and Siberia. It ia frem the latter areas that so-called 


enigsaries of the "Black Cat" have arrived attempting to enter inte 


contact with the Ukrainian resistance movement, ostensibly bearing 
measages from Ukrainian patriota in exile.
